LANGUAGE AND IDENTICAL WITH THAT USED IN THE DJIBOUTI 
ADMISSION RESOLUTION JUL Y7. INDIA WAS DELEGATED RESPON- 
SIBILITY FOR ROUNDING UP COSPONSORS, AND JAIPAL ASKED 
WHETHER THE US WOULD BE WILLING TO COSPONSOR. HE SAID 
FRANCE HAD INDICATED ITS WILLINGNESS TO COSPONSOR. (WHEN

4. US MILITARY BASES IN GUAM - 

ALTHOUGH THE COMMITTEE OF 24 SUBCOMMITTEE ON 

SMALL TERRITORIES ADOPTED LANGUAGE ON THE US MIT, IT ARY 

PRESENCE IN GUAM WHICH IS AN IMPROVEMENT OVER LAST YEAR, 

THE COMMITTEE OF 24 DRAFT CONSENSUS STATEMENT ON MILITARY 
ACTIVITIES CONTAINS SUBSTANTIALLY HARSHER LANGUAGE ON 
MILITARY BASES THAN LAST YEAR. SEALY (TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO) 

TOLD MISOFF HE VIEWED THE LANGUAGE IN THE CONSENSUS, AS 
DO MANY OTHERS, AS REFLECTING THE "HEATING UP OF THE COLD 
WAR" AT THE UN. COMMITTEE SECRETARY TANAKA PERSONALLY

DURING THE COMMITTEE'S JULY 1 1 MEETING, JUO (PRC) 

LAUNCHED A HARSH VERBAL ATTACK ON THE USSR IN WHICH, IN 
ADDITION TO THE USUAL "SOCIALIST-IMPERIALIST" CHARGES, HE 
DENOUNCED A SOVIET MISSION PRESS RELEASE THAT CLAIMED 
THE PRC HAD BEEN BUYING LARGE AMOUNTS OF GOLD FROM SOUTH 
AFRICA AND CHROME ORE FROM RHODESIA, AND BRANDED THE RELEASE AS 
TANTAMOUNT TO A THIEF CRYING THIEF. SOVIETS, TAKEN BY 
SURPRISE, REPLIED ONLY TO RECALL THAT PRC HAD SIDED WITH 
IMPERIALIST COLONIALIST POWERS DURING THE ANGOLA WAR.

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6. LAW OF THE SEA CONPERENCE - 

AS THE PINAL WEEK OP THE CURRENT SESSION OF THE 
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LOS CONFERENCE BEGAN, CONSIDERABLE UNCERTAINTY EXISTED 
REGARDING THE PROBABLE SHAPE OE THE COMMITTEE I PORTION 
OP THE COMPOSITE TEXT. ALTHOUGH EVENSEN PREPARED RE- 
VISED COMPROMISE TEXTS POR CERTAIN KEY ARTICLES, IT IS 
NOT YET CLEAR THAT CHAIRMAN ENGO WILL TRANSMIT THEM INTAACT 
TO PRESIDENT AMERASINGHE. PURTHERMORE, THE ISSUE OP A 
PINANCIAL ARRANGEMENTS TEXT WAS STILL BEING HOTLY DEBATED,

ATTEMPT TO INTERVIEW COL. CHERNYSHEV CONCERNING THE 
ASSAULT INCIDENT JULY 7, THE SOVIETS INFORMED THE PBI 
THAT CHERNYSHEV WOULD NOT BE AVAILABLE POR INTERVIEW AS 
HE WAS RETURNING TO THE SOVIET UNION. THEY ADDED THAT 
THE ONLY INPORMATION HE COULD HAVE PURNISHED WAS THAT HE 
WAS "ACCOSTED PROM BEHIND BY TWO UNKNOWN WHITE MALES" WHO
